Study of Vegetation on Lava Beds 
Leads to Investigation 
of 
Much Practical Value. 


Following is an extract from the 
re- 
port 
on fertilization 
read before the 
Hawaiian 
Planters' 
Association 
by 
Walter Maxwell, director 
of the 
Ha- 
waiian Experiment 
Station and 
Labo-ratories- ff: 


Concerning the conditions 
chemical 
which control the activities of the bac- 
teria 
capable of causing nitrification, 
we are pursuaded that the views set 
forth today, under great accentuation, 
are inadequate 
and partly 
erroneous, 
which may be due to the concentration 
of research upon the relation of nitrifi- 
cation 
to a small series 
of domestic 
plants, and to drawing general conclu- 
sions from data obtained from the 
ob- 
servation 
of a lew special examples. 
That this is actually the case it is only 
necessary to withdraw our notice from 
isolated 
examples 
and 
consider 
ihe 
luxuriance 
of 
vegetable 
production, 
amid extremes of chemical conditions, 
covering the whole of the plant king- 
dom. 
Recently in connection 
with a 
study of the causes of the rapid 
de- 
composition of lavas, data have been 
obtained 
bearing 
upon 
the 
relative 
acidity 
of juices or saps of different 
orders of plants, 
and their action m 
rock decomposition. An example is tak- 
en of the analysis of some ferns 
(Fili-cine- 
whose place in botanical order is 
located almost 
midway between 
the 
lowest and highest types of vegetabls 
life. The acidity of these fern juices was 
found 
to be some 
five times greater 
than the normal acidity of sugar cane 
juice. 
During growth, the extremely 
acid juices of these plants act most 
potently upon the mineral bodies form- 
ing 
the 
medium 
where 
they 
grow. 
When these plants die and decay this 
great acidity is given to the soil, and 
the soils from which we obtained ferns 
for examination were so acid as to turn 
litmus paper instantly red. 
Moreover, 
the water accumulated 
in these soils 
gave a very acid reaction. 
This great 
acidity of fern juices, and their action 
upon rocks and lavas, has led us to 
place the fern amongst the most pot 
ent of soil makers. 
In the report on 
soils we state that "the fern is already 
beginning to take possession of the la 
va flow near Waiakea, which is only 
15 years old." 
No plant organism is formed, how 
ever, without the aid of nitrogen. 
In 
the ferns examined by us the nitrogen 
content of the green leaf was 0.459 per 
cent, and of the green stem 
0.0G8 
per 
cent, while the analysis of sugar cane, 
including 
the 
leaves, 
gave 
0.14 
per 
cent or'nitrogen. 
These data indicate 
that one of the two theories 
held by 
authorities 
on 
the 
subject 
of plant 
growth 
must 
be untenable 
the data 
show that bacteria 
exist in the 
soil, 
which are able to conduct nitrification 
in highly acid media, or that plants are 
capable of taking up nitrogen in a 
non-nitrifi- ed 
form. 
If we carry our considerations 
back 
to an earlier geological time 
to a pe- 
riod when, as set forth by the charac- 
teristics 
of the carboniferous 
age, the 
vegetable 
kingdom 
was 
more 
exclu- 
sively possessed by what we today call 
the lower orders of plants, we become 
more adequately 
aware 
of the ability 
of plant life to exist in such extremes 
of chemical 
conditions. 
During that 
age, geological 
records indicate 
that 
vegetation 
existed with a measure of 
luxuriance that has not been conceived 
of since; and yet the soil and water 
media are properly supposed to have 
been marked by extremely acid condi- 
tions. 
We, therefore, 
are pursuaded 
that 
bacteria exist in soils certain of which 
are most active in slightly 
alkaline, 
others in slightly acid, and finally oth- 
ers in highly acid media. 
In illustra- 
tion of this persuasion 
we may leave 
for a while the subject 
of soils and 
consider the behavior 
of known 
fer- 
ment 
organisms 
in 
solutions 
of 
or- 
ganic bodies. 
We have recently 
re- 
peated a number of observations upon 
the conditions affecting the fermenta- 
tion 
of the juice 
of the sugar 
cane. 
We have noted that whilst a small ad- 
dition of lime retards (possibly 
pre- 
vents) the action of the acetic ferment, 
it induces and accelerates the action of 
certain of the bacteria which produce 
butyric 
acid. An addition 
of lime to 
strong alkalinity preserved these juices 
from 
the 
bacterial 
action 
for 
three 
weeks. 
Again, when the normal cane juices 
were examined they were faintly acid, 
and contained 
18.5 per cent of sugar. 
The 
following 
day 
the 
poiariscope 
showed that one of these per cent of 
sugar had disappeared, 
and the juice 
was so acid as to turn blue litmus 
pa- 
per instantly red. 
greatly 
increased 
acidity, however, did not retard the ac- 
tion of the living organisms, and after 


72 hours the poiariscope showed that 
only 2 per cent of the sugar was still 
present, 
and the fermentation 
prog- 
ressed until not a trance of cane sugar 
was left 
The data that have been furnished 
do appear 
to urge us 
to move more 
slowly, and to extend our observations 
oi er the broad field of Nature's 
oper 
ations, and not to base conclusions, 
in- 
cluding the sphere of action of general 
laws, upon selected facts relating to 
the behavior, of a small group of 
do- 
mesticated 
plants, even if these facts 
shall be found true, in the whole. The 
error in this case, as it appears to us, 
resembles 
the 
error 
involved by the 
sweeping 
conclusions 
concerning 
the 
power to assimilate nitrogen from the 
air being limited to asmall group of 
plants, 
the leguminosae 
being almost 
solely accredited 
with 
this function. 
In our report last year we gave briefly 
some reasons for supposing that this 
power is shared probably by all vege 
tation, and particularly 
by the gram-- 
inae. 
The 
misfortune 
is 
that 
our 
most delicate methods 
of quantitative 
tests are inadequate 
to actually 
ob 
serve and determine the finer processes 
by which Nature is moving. 
In illus- 
tration of this we 
take 
an example 
from our own practice: 
We give, on an 
average, 
50 pounds of nitrogen 
to an 
acre of cane, and find that this amount 
is enough 
to aid 
in its production. 
Fifty pounds, 
however, is so 
small, 
when compared with an acre of soil 
(4,000,000 
pounds) to the depth of one 
foot, to which we take the sample, that 
our methods of analysis could not de- 
termine it with accuracy were it even 
10 times as much. 
Then, if we are un- 
able to quantitatively 
detect an 
addi- 
tion of 50 pounds, or duplicates of that 
amount, when applied artificially, 
how-ca- n 
we say, with any idea of accuracy, 
what Nature is doing? 
These consid 
erations 
cause us to look beyond, as 
well as to the laboratory; 
and to 
en- 
deavor to observe the results 
of the 


slow-acti- 
processes of Nature, cover 
ing adequate lengths 
of time, in order 
to approach conclusions, 
--which, in all 
instances as we have named, our lab- 
oratory 
efforts do not appear able to 
attain. 
Our purpose 
is not 
only 
to 
note what can be done in the labora- 
tory, but to actually observe what Na 
ture is doing abroad.

Why Annexation May lie Opsei 


AlroaJ. 


W.N. ARMSTRONG 
GIVES REASONS 


Asiatic Laborers Instead 
of White Farmers. 


Annexation Will Not be a Walkover. 
It May be Obtained by 
Hard Work. 


Among Ihe town folk returning to 
Honolulu on the Zealandia was Hon. 
W. N. Armstrong, at one time Attor 
ney General during the reign 
of 
Mr. Armstrong is strongly an 
nexation in sentiment, but by some is 
charged with having pessimistic views 
on the situation. 
However, this may 
be, his opportunities 
for gaining 
in 
formation during his 14 months' visit 
to the United 
States have been such 
that any opinion 
expressed 
by him 
should carry weight with it. 
He has 
been among men whose interests 
arc 
closely allied to Hawaii, and who favor 
a union of the two Governments. By re 
siding in, what has recently developed, 
the 
hot-be- d 
of 
on 
tho 
Pacific 
he 
has 
had 
opportu- 
nities 
of learning the reasons for 
ob- 
jecting to the admission of the Islands 
into the Union, and cheerfully 
point 
out the road by which a calamity may 
be 
averted. 
Mr. 
Armstrong 
was 
found yesterday by a representative 
of 
the Advertiser at the residence of Jas. 
B. Castle, where he is a guest, and in 
an 
interview, 
lasting 
more than 
an 
hour, he expressed 
himself freely on 
the situation. 
There is little 
between-the-lin- 
e 
reading 
necessary. 
He 
ox-- 
pressed 
his 
views 
in 
characteristic 
Armstrongonian 
style, leaving little to 
the imagination. 
Replying 
to 
the 
question: 
"Have 
you any information 
in the matter of 
t 
annexation?" 
Mr. Armstrong 
sam; 
'I have none at present which has a de- - 
c dedly close connection with it, but I no 
tice 
Incidents 
occurring 
irom 
time 
to 
time which hae, or will hae, relation 
to 
It. and require lery close watching 
b 
us. 
"Durinc- the last year or two Hawaii 
has been out of the sight of the Ameri 
can 
neonle. 
They 
liau enough 
to tninK 
about at home. 
While 
In apparent dan 
ger they had no time to think about a 
forelcn 
nollcy. 
The 
Cuban 
matter has 
been forced 
on them. 
The experience 
of 
the last year has rather sobered tnem up. 
You see this in the new immigration 
laws 
which Congress 
Is considering. 
The 
peo- 
ple see that citizenship 
must have somo 
value to mane me state nave 
ume miue. 
"The relations of Cuba to the United 
States may force the relations with 
Ha- 
waii to the front. 
So far, Cuba helps us 
here, 
besides 
keeping 
up the price 
of 
sucar at the cost 
of much 
blood 
and 
misery to her people. 
The Cuban matter 
is much nearer nome 
to tne American 
people than the Hawaiian. 
It involves 
greater interests. It looks as if the Unit- 
ed States must soon be forced 
to adopt 
some 
definite 
policy regarding outlying 
Islands. 
It Is manifest destiny at close 
quarters. 
But that people will not run 
over here for advice. 
"I believe most sincerely in the political 
value of annexation, 
and ultimately In Its 
economic value; but I believe we are act- 
ing negligently, 
almost 
criminally 
so, 
In 
not doing our part of the work. 
To 
se- 
cure annexation will not be, I suspect, a 
mere 
walk-ove- r, 
a skip and a jump Into 
the Federal bosom. 
It was the solemn 
duty of the stronger races here to Am- 
ericanize or Europeanize 
these Islands In 
return for the Reciprocity 
Treaty. 
This 
was not done by our importing fifty thou 
sand aliens, until they are too many for 
us. If we read closely between tne lines 
of tho works of many of the best writers 
In the United States, we see the question 
asked: 
Why 
have 
you not done 
your 
duty? It Is not pleasant to talk about it. 
but we can't escape from it. The United 
States asks us: Why have you not built 
un an agricultural class lit for American 
citizenship? 
We reply. Look at the am 
ount 
or stun 
we are buying 
irom 
you 
eery year. 
It was a good answer once, 
but not good now. 
"tt'e are coming 
to 
close 
quarters 
In 
the 
discussion, 
and 
dodging don't answer the question. 
Hans- - 
good 
people here think that 
in playing 
the united states ror annexation we can 
stack the cards. It is mere foolishness 
to 
call 
men 
pessimists 
who don't believe 
jou can win in such a game. 
"All this means. If carefully 
worked out, 
that the prosperity 
of the Islands is In 
much greater danger without annexation 
than with it. 
"There are special interests In the State 
of California 
which 
will oppose 
annex- 
ation, in the expectation 
of finally secur- 
ing the abolition of the Reciprocity 
Trea- 
ty. This includes the rapidly 
increasing 
sugar beet Interest, 
which is a new-- force 
in the 
field. 
It would like 
to sec our 
planters 
play into 
Us hands 
by joining 
in opposing annexation. 
It wishes to pre- 
vent any political union with the States, 
In order 
to prevent the distant 
compe- 
tition 
between 
cane and beet sugar. It 
knows that the beet industry will be a 
heavy club for knocking down reciprocity 
some day. 
Behind 
Colonel Spreckels 
Is 
gradually rising a large farming 
con- 
stituency 
in 
California 
and Nebraska, 
soon to be followed In pther States, and 
behind that is the jealous labor vote, 
be- 
fore which Congress crawls 
on-- its belly. 
Annexation 
is needed before 
we get in 
the shadow of this great coming industry. 
"There is, perhaps, 
nothing 
to discour- 
age the hope of annexation, 
unless it is 
the 
tendency 
to shout for 
It without 
working 
for It by making 
the mass 
of 
the people here fit for 
If It can be done. 
Perhaps It cannot be 
done. I know that it can be done. 
"There is an absolute 
need of reforma- 
tion In our social fabric 
It has grown 
up like a wild weed. 
We need not be 
surprised 
when an intelligent 
paper says 
that 'taking the population of Hawaii as 
a standard. It should be annexed to Mex- 
ico or Guatamala.' Whose fault Is It? If 
there has been error in the past we must 
correct 
It as soon as possible, and stop 
taking in the oars and drifting along. 
"Merchants and planters are not 
re- 
formers 
and builders 
of states. 
Wealth 
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jumps to tho top of the fence when trou- 
ble comes, 'and 
sits there until pulled 
down. 
Then 
It does 
lendid 
fighting. 
Sugar Is the rock of 
prosperity, 
but 
economics and moral Ii 
s blow It up, and 
all other kinds 
of itterlal 
prosperity, 
with dynamite, 
if no' sound. 
We want 
our 
civilization 
on the plantations and 
not in the Fort Street Church or In the 
Opera 
House. 
Because 
It Is not found 
there, planter and merchant and all must 
suffer alike in the end. 
Some men call 
this kind of talk sentimentallsm 
and im- 
practicable. 
But it 
Is sentiment that 
rules the world. 
The slave owners of the 
Southern 
States of America 
said before 
the war: 'You can't raise cotton without 
slavery: you can't raise it with white 
labor." 
It cost 
them 
five 
thousand 
mil- 
lions of dollars and three hundred 
thou- 
sand lives and the abject poverty 
of a 
generation 
to find out that 
they were 
wrong. 
Are the planters of 
Haw-al- l 
any 
wiser than those planters of the South? 
"If our planters say that they cannot 
make sugar with profit with the use of 
white labor, they are putting us on the 
black list of nations. 
Agriculture 
and the 
farming class are the life of every nation. 
Do you wish the United States to sneer 
at us and say: 'Vast as our domain is, 
we don't care for an additional 
aero on 
which 
free institutions cannot be devel- 
oped, where democracy cannot exist, and 
the constitution 
of the United States will 
not fit'? In my youth I heard the plant- 
ers of the Southern 
States bawling 
over 
the land: 
'Cotton cannot be raised 
with 
white labor.' 
I have lived to see the time 
when 
most 
profitable 
cotton 
crops 
are 
raised by free white labor. 
I believe tha 
sugar cane can be cultivated 
here 
with 
white labor. 
We cannot expect to He on 
our backs and let the gods feed us by 
pouring 
milk 
and 
honey 
down 
our 
throats. 
We must change the conditions 
about 
us. 
This 
means 
hard wcri; 
1 
plenty 
of It. 
We cannot help ourselves. 
Planter or no planter, sugar or no sugar, 
we are subject 
to economical and social 
laws 
which 
tos3 up individuals 
just as 
terriers toss up nits. 
One could see that 
eery hour of the great 
civil war 
of 
America. 
One can see It In tho casting 
of six millions of votes for Bryan 
In the 
Presidential 
election, 
only six hundred 
thousand 
short of making the beginning 
of a 
new-- social 
revolution, 
The sugar 
planters of the west Indies have 
found 
this out. 
The Iron men of New England 
found it out. Every great Industry must 
take into account 
the broadest economic 
questions. 
If it does not. it ends in do' 
rot or a smash 
up. 
Some of the great 
mercantile 
establishments of these 
mod- 
ern times keep one member 
of tho firm 
at nothing 
but thinking and contriving 
and, doing the best brain 
work. 
"There are many things to encourage 
us In the work for annexation, 
If we do 
the best 
work 
and. abandon 
the creed 
that the devil take the hindmost. 
Uncle 
Sam sometimes has fits, and he Is quite 
likely when he has them bad some day 
to 
snake 
us 
Into 
his 
pocket, 
even 
if 
things are not quite right here." 


MILITARY 
SHOTS 


Interesting 
Meeting 
at 
Headquarters. 


Match With 
Sharpshooters 
Dis- 
cussed and Concessions 
Made. 


At tho meeting of regiment 
officers. 
held at military 
headquarters 
last 
ev- 
ening, Lieutenant 
Colonel Fisher pre 
sented his official report of the recent 
shoot against 
the First Regiment, In 
fantry, of California. 
He also present 
ed a detailed 
report 
of his meeting 
with Capt. W. E. Wall on the matter 
of the 
30-m- 
contest with the Sharp 
shooters. 
He said he had allowed the Sharp 
shooters 
the use of peep and 
globe 
sights and spirit levels. 
The use of fancy sporting rifles with 
three-poun- d 
trigger pull. 
A condition 
was that they 
should 
shoot only 
bona-fld- e 
active members, 
including 
any 
enlisted 
between 
now 
and the time the match takes nlace. 
On the 
other 
hand, 
the 
regiment 
shoot a strictly military match. 
This 
means in full uniform 
with belt and 
a trigger 
pull of not 
less than six 
pounds. 
A request made that some of 
the military 
team be allowed the use 
of Sharps or Winchester rifles in their 
possession was objected to, and the re 
quest 
was 
withdrawn. 
Snrincflelds 
and 
alone 
will 
he 
used. 
The 
Sharpshooters 
requested 
that 
tney 
De allowed to fix the date of the 
match in the last of February. 
Colonel 
Fisher desired to consult the board of 
officers specially upon this point 
The 
board decided that the match should 
be arranged 
for a day not later than 
January 30th. Colonel Fisher called at 
tention to the fact that in the East, in 
matches 
of military 
against 
sporting 
rifles, the former are allowed a handi 
cap of one point per man in 10 shot3. 
Captain McCarthy 
reported that at 
a meeting 
of Company 
D, held last 
Friday 
evening, it had been 
voted 
unanimously 
not to accept a handicap 
from 
the 
Sharpshooters. 
This 
an 
nouncement 
was 
applauded 
and 
en 
dorsed 
by the 
officers. 
Further 
re- 
marks were made by Colonel McLean, 
Major McLeod, Capt. E. O. White and 
Drum Major W. 
C. King. 
This subject disposed of, there were 
expressions 
of opinion as to whether 
or not the N. G. H. had won the recent 


100-ma- n 
shoot 
The score was conced- 
ed to be a good one, and the officers 
be- 
lieved it had not been beaten. 
There 
was considerable talk and suggestions 
on improvements at the range for prac 
tice purposes. 
It was decided to con- 
tinue the present 
efforts to raise the 
standard. 
The 30 highest men for De 
cember made an average of 44.0S. 
Company H was drilled by Lieuten 
ant Carlisle 
last night 
A business 
meeting followed 
the exercises. 
Company B will meet Captain White 
this evening on the subject of building 
up the organization.

Islands. 
Rev. J. M. Alexander of Oakland oc 
cupied the 
pulpit 
of Central 
Union 
Church Sunday evening. 
His subject 
was: "Religious Life in the Islands of 
the South Pacific." For a text he 
se- 
lected Isiah 55:13, viz: "Instead 
of the 
thorn came up the fir tree, and instead 
of the brier shall come up the myrtle 
tree; and it shall be to the Lord for a 
name, for an 
everlasting 
sign 
that 
shall not be cut off." 
The preacher said the islands of the 
Pacific today were proofs of Christian- 
ity. 
In many of them the inhabitants 
had, by the adoption of the plan of sal- 
vation, been raised from barbarism to a 
plane of civilization 
and benevolence. 
The Marquesas 
Islands, where 
the 
speaker had spent some time, had nev- 
er fully received missionary care. 
The 
American missionaries 
were practical- 
ly the pioneers 
there. 
They had to 
give way later to the London Mission- 
ary Socity, and that institution 
final- 
ly abandoned the field to the French. 
Under 
these 
frequent 
changes 
the 
work had not progressed. 
The natives 
of fine physique, sitting in front of his 
door, 
watching 
them as they passed, 
tho speaker thought 
they must 
aver- 
age 6 feet in height. 
But diseases were 
working 
terrible 
havoc among then. 
Smallpox, a few years 
ago, 
claimed 
many 
thousands. 
Leprosy 
had 
now 
started. 
The 
influence 
of 
runaway 
sailors and adventurers, who had drift- 
ed in there, upon the natives was very 
bad. 
There were three old Hawaiian 
mis- 
sionaries in the Marquesas group who 
have struggled against ignorance and 
vice for over 40 years. 
Two of them, 
Kekela and Hauhu, 
had passed their 
three score and ten years. 
They were, and always had been a 
great power for good In their commu 
nities. 
The 
Hawaiian 
missionaries 
there had about 30 children and grand- 
children, which, the speaker 
thought, 
should be brought away and educated 
under healthy Christian influences. 
In the Cook Islands the work ot the 
missionary 
had had a chance to 
de- 
velop, and the results had been most 
satisfactory. 
It 
was 
a 
Christian 
country, 
with 
Christian 
homes 
and 
many 
churches. 
Raratonga 
was far 
advanced in Christianity 
and civiliza- 
tion, and the whole group was enter- 
ing upon an era of great prosperity. 
The Maoris of New Zealand were, in 
many respects, like the Hawailans 
A 
large number 
had made marked 
ad- 
vancement, 
but many had been 
neg- 
lected. 
If the 
political 
troubles 
of 
Samoa 
could be settled that group would soon 
stand, as does Hawaii, ' an everlasting 
sign that shall not he cut oir.

The Council of State met In the great 
liall of the Executive 
Building at 2 p. m. 
yesterday, with

present: Bolte, Brown, Ena, Jones, Kane, 
Kennedy, 
Nott, 
Robinson, 
and 
G. 
'W. 
Smith, 
secretary-Preside- 
.Dole 
occupied the chair and 
Attorney General 
Smith 
represented 
the 
Government. 
The minutes of the previous 
meeting 
were read and P. C. Jones, 
who 
was absent at the first meeting 
of the 
new Council, was sworn In as a member. 
Hon. Cecil Brown read the report of the 
committee 
to whom 
was 
assigned 
the 
duty of Investigating 
the case, of Herllch 
Niemann, 
who shot Jack Fry some time 
ago, recommending 
the petition 
for par- 
don of the prisoner. 
Minister Smith then 
read the petition 
of the prisoner, setting 
forth the details 
of the case. 
The 
pe- 
tition was signed by a large number 
of 
citizens and was not opposed by the Gov- 
ernment 
The motion to pardon was car- 
ried unanimously. 
The nest matter before the Council was 
the case of W. H. Coulter, 
convicted 
In 
1SS4 of receiving stolen 
goods and after- 
wards convicted 
of highway 
robbery 
In 
robbing a Chinaman 
in the neighborhood 
of the Pall. 
In the latter case the man 
was convicted on the evidence of a com- 
panion who turned state's evidence. 
Let- 
ters 
received 
from 
the pastor 
of the 
church in San Francisco 
of which 
Cou- 
lter's wife 
Is a member, 
and from 
Mrs. 
Coulter, 
were read by the Attorney Gen- 
eral. 
The condition 
of affairs at home 
were set forth 
In the communications. 
The wife stated that they were In need 
of the common necessities 
of life, that 
her energies were gone, and she did not 
know how long she could get on with the 
limited support they now have. 
A report 
from the prison 
Inspectors 
was read In 
which it was said that the man was not 
a good prisoner 
in the beginning 
of his 
sentence, 
and that there was' nothing 
In 
the crime that would warrant the grant- 
ing of a pardon at this time. 
The 
con- 
dition of his 
family 
In San 
Francisco, 
however, 
was such that If It Is the wish 
of the Council to grant the pardon they 
would not oppose it. 
The Attorney Gen- 
eral said it was a difficult thing to say 
in a case of this kind whether two, five 
or ten years would satisfy the law. 
Sym- 
pathy for the family 
of a prisoner 
was 
not the only thing to consider 
In the 
is- 
suance of a pardon. 
Men were punished 
for crime 
to protect society. 
A pardon 
could be Issued making It conditional that 
he leave the country, but It Is a question 
whether he would be a benefit to his 
fam-H- 
v. 
The Executive 
had taken no action 
In the matter and It was 
left 
to the 
Council. 
Mr. Jones wanted to know If the Coun 
cil had a right to Introduce a motion for 
a pardon. 
He could not endorse, the ap- 
plication, 
even though 
he had received a 
letter from the wife of the prisoner, 
of 
the same 
tenor as the one read by the 
Attorney General, and of course his sym 
pathies 
went 
out to the weak, but the 
husband had forgotten his duty toward 
i' 
his family. 
He questioned 
whether the 
Council had the right to do it. 
Mr. Kennedy 
moved that the applica- 
tion be laid on the table until such time 
as the prison 
inspectors 
should 
recom- 
mend pardon. 
It had been suggested 
by 
the Attorney General that the man might 
be pardoned and sent out of the country. 
If the" man's case was such as warranted 
' executive 
clemency, then the man's act- 
ions should be such as would not compel 
the Government 
to send him out of the 
country. 
P. C. Jones seconded the motion 
to lay on the table. 
E. C. Winston moved 
an amendment 
referring the matter to a 
committee 
of three. 
Amendment lost and 
original 
motion carried. 
The Attorney General 
announced 
that 
two applications 
had been filed, but the 
Inspectors 
made an adverse recommenda- 
tion, so he would not mention the names. 
Another application had been received too 
late for consideration, 
and for that reason 
it could not be brought up. There being 
no further 
business, 
the meeting 
then 
adjourned.

BACK FROM HAWAII 


Minister King and Supt. 
Rowell Return Safely. 


Inspecting 
Roads 
In 
Kau Water 
Works at HIlo. 


Minister 
King 
and Superintendent 
of 
Public 
Works 
Rowell 
returned 
by the 
Mauna 
Loa yesterday from an extended 
trip on Hawaii. 
They were In HIlo from 
Monday until Thursday after their 
ar- 
rival, and had an excellent 
opportunity 
for getting In closer touch with the peo- 
ple there. 
At the mass 
meeting 
the HIlo people 
told the officials what they needed In the 
way 
of public 
Improvements, 
and 
they 
told It in terms which suggested 
determi- 
nation, but after the meeting they passed 
the loving cup and had a real good time. 
The main improvement 
decided upon was 
the increase of the capacity 
of the water- 
works 
and an extension 
of the service. 
As soon as a sufficient quantity of suit- 
able 
pipe 
is 
obtained, 
the 
work 
will 
begin. 
One man 
suggested 
that unless 
It began soon the limits 
of the town of 
Hilo would be so extended 
that the ap- 
propriation 
would not be sufficient to go 
around. 
The wharf project 
remains 
in 
statu quo ante meeting, 
but it will be 
built and properly 
built when the time 
comes. 
On 
leaving 
Hilo, 
Minister 
King 
and 
Superintendent 
Rowell Inspected the road 
work along the route. 
At Kahuku Ranch 
the Minister obtained the Survey Depart- 
ment's historical mule and undertook 
a 
ride, but the animal Insisted on going up 
and down instead of forward. 
Minister 
King will stand up at meals for the next 
few days. 
The mule has severed Its con- 
nection with the Government and is now 
out at pasture. 
Minister King purchased 
a horse 
and rode 
to Kailua, 
where 
he 
boarded the steamer for home. 
He was 
well satisfied 
with 
the work 
already done on the roads. 
A report of 
the trip will probably 
be made 
to the 
Government 
on Monday. 
As this 
Is a 
holiday, no business will be transacted. 
The Minister is well tanned as a result 
of his journey 
across the hot lava beds, 
but with 
all 
he .is 
much 
improved 
in 
health. 
Superintendent 
Rowell reports very sat- 
isfactory work 
done on the roads. 
He 
found that contract work 
In Puna, Hilo 
and Kona districts was better than the 
old way, and bids for ten additional 
sec 
tions will be awarded. 
Their tour ot 
in- 
spection 
along the Kona 
coast 
extended 
as far as John McGulre's place, and after 
visiting 
there they returned to ivauua 
where 
they embarked 
for Honolulu.

opinion as to the how, the which or the 
when, and unite for a common purpose. 
The day of playing 
one faction 
against 
another Is past. We know what Is our 
due, and on those lines we are a unit. 
They are trying dogs as a fertilizer out 
on Walakea plantation, and it results in 
a

benefit. It helps the raising of 
cane In the fields and It stops the super-

of Sir. John Ena, vice president 
of the 
Inter-Islan-d 
Company, shortly to 
make a trip to Keauhou 
for the purpose 
stated above. 
Consulting 
the section 
of the map of 
Hawaii 
given 
with this article, 
some 
points worthy of note will be found. 
The 
only question 
which 
lies In the way of 
running the 
Inter-Islan- 
d 
steamer llauna 
Loa to Keauhou 
and of opening 
up the 
road to the volcano Is the fact that about 
five miles 
from the landing 
is a ridge. 
When the Wilder Steamship Company ran 
a steamer to Keauhou 
It was necessary 
for the tourists to ride on horseback 
up 
to and over this ridge. 
They were there 
met by carriages and taken on up to the 
volcano. 
The 
Inter-Islan-d 
people think 
that If they cannot have a carriage road 
clear through from the landing it will 
be useless 
to have the steamer run 
to 
Keauhou. If the ridge can be cut through 
and the road 
from the landing 
to that 
point fixed up at a reasonable 
cost, the 
work will begin as soon as possible, and 
the Mauna Loa will run there regularly. 
As to the advantage of having a landing 
place for tourists at Keauhou, 
the first 
and foremost argument In Its favor Is the 
element 
of distance. 
From Hilo to the 
volcano it is about 
thirty-tw- o 
miles, and 
from Punaluu by way of Pahala planta- 
tion it is 
thirty-on- e. 
From Keauhou 
to

features to render the long distance to be 
traveled 
over by stage or horseback 
less 
than It Is in reality. 
The Hilo road 
is 
perfectly 
beautiful for the greatest part 
of the way, and It Is probable that even 
though the Keauhou project 
Is carried out 
many 
will still 
wish the joy 
of riding 
through the Olaa woods and of seeing the 
native trees and plants of all kinds 
In 
their original 
wilderness. 
The Olaa 
cof- 
fee plantations now branching forth here 
and there form another element 
of the 
attractiveness of the Hilo road. 
However, it Is not probable that the ad- 
vantage of the very 
short distance 
of 
fourteen 
miles from Keauhou 
cannot 
be 
fully offset by the pleasure 
of traveling 
along through the native woods and 
cof--

As It Is now, a delay over night 
at either HIlo or Punaluu before starting 
out for the volcano 
Is necessary.

THE 
THIRD 
ANNIVERSARY. 


"When the record of the years 
preceding 
the 17th of January, 
I8!)3y is compared with the four 
.years of moral, political and com- 
mercial progress that have follow- 
ed, the holiday 
celehrated 
today 
might well be put down as the 
brightest anniversary 
on the Ha 
waiian calendar. In the year im 
mediately following the overthrow. 
of the monarchy Hawaii had many 
Jiarsh and disagreeable experiences, 
but as 
we now look back iion 
those trying events we can see" that 
the test of the determination 
to 
maintain republican institutions at 
all hazards 
haa stamped "failure 
iorcvermore" 
upon any attempt to 
secure a reinstatement 
of monarch-ia- l 
rule. It was shortly after the 
overthrow that our great and good 
friend told the United States Con- 
gress that but for the assistance of 
the American 
Minister 
the 
Com- 
mittee of Safety would never have 
existed, and but for the "lawless 
occupation of Honolulu" by Unit- 
ed States forces the Provisional 
Government would never have ex 
isted. 
But this same friend after- 
wards 
discovered 
that not 
only 
could the Provisional Government 
maintain itself without the United 
States forces, but also remained in 
power 
notwithstanding 
ominous 
threats from United States forces. 
But the victory of the Provis- 
ional Government 
has been 
swal- 
lowed up in the successful adminis- 
tration of the Republic, 
and on 
this the eve of the third anniver- 
sary of the revolution we find po- 
litical barriers broken down and a 
peaceful and united people, willing 
to give the most kindly interpreta- 
tion to the action 
of men 
who 
sought to carry out a policy entire- 
ly contrary' to modern ideas of lib- 
erty and ruinous to the country. 
The administration 
of our 
na- 
tional 
affairs is in the hands of 
men who have in late years shown 
themselves 
to be as honest, 
pro- 
gressive and capable as they were 
courageous 
and 
determined 
four 
years 
ago. 
Our 
national 
leaders 
liave been true to their trust, the 
Republic has prospered, and under 
its strong but kindly guidance gen- 
eral prosperity has been the share 
of the nation. 
Best of all, the time 
seems close at hand when Hawaii 
will forget the day of revolution 
and celebrate a greater event by 
placing on its calendar of anniver 
saries Admission Day. 


NEED 
FOR 
EDOCATpRS. 


J.ne ignorance 
oi tlio 
average 
American concerning the affairs of 
Hawaii, particularly 
the average 
American east of the Rockies, has 
often .been commented on, and a 
recent evidence of it comes from a 
no 
less 
carefully 
edited journal 
than the Literary Digest, publish- 
ed in Xew York City. The Digest, 
in a preliminary 
explanation made 
to selections taken 
from 
the 
re- 
marks of Judge Hartwell and J. 
H. Fisher at the first meeting 
of 
Annexation 
Club 
officers, 
says: 
"According 
to all accounts there 
are two rival factions among those 
in control of Hawaii. 
The wealthy 
element, assured by the experience 
of the last few years, wish to pre- 
serve the independence of Hawaii. 
The natives are too docile to rise 
against 
their 
American 
masters, 
and the Japanese, it is thought, can 
be prevented 
from obtaining the 
suffrage by the threat of American 
interference. 
But the rank and 
file of the Americans 
wish unre- 
served 
annexation 
to the United 
States. The wealthy sugar planters 
fear that annexation 
would result 
in the influx of undesirable 
ele- 
ments from the United States, for, 
with the exception of the West Ln-- 


dian Islands, there is no place on 
earth where men can live with so 
little labor as Hawaii. 
The poorer 
Americans, led by a few prominent 
men, have organized an 'Annexa- 
tion Club,' the avowed object 
be- 
ing to prevent the Japanese from 
obtaining 
equal rights 
--with the 
Americans." 
There is hardly an item of the 
foregoing that is not news to the 
people here, 
except., perhaps 
the 
statement that the rank and file of 
the Americans wish unreserved 
an- 
nexation to the United States. The 
avowed object of the Annexation 
Club, as stated by the Literary Di- 
gest, is indeed amusing, and look- 
ing over the list of those present 
at the meeting referred to Ave find 
very few outside 
the 
newspaper 
men, who are proverbially 
poor, 
who would be classed among the 
poorer Americans. It has also yet 
to be demonstrated that a living in 
Hawaii is purchased with less labor 
than in any country outside of the 
West Indies. 
Here again is given a very good 
argument for greater activity 
iji 
the literary bureau of the Annex- 
ation 
Club. 
The 
Club, 
besides 
sending 
out literature from 
this 
country, ought, in order to carry 
on the work properly, 
to employ 
writers in the large newspaper cen 
ters who would correct 
misstate- 
ments likelthe above and be ready 
to furnish facts and figures in case 
arguments 
against annexation 
are 
put before the public to any extent. 
The Club should be prepared 
to 
present 
its side of the question 
promptly in order to guard against 
hasty judgments 
formed by read- 
ing misstatements due to ignorance 
or malice aforethought. 
Situated 
as we are, it is impossible for the 
literary 
committee 
to handle 
the 
matter promptly. 
It requires 
a 
week or ten days for the papers to 
reach Honolulu, 
and a full month 
would 
pass 
before 
a 
correction 
could bo made. 
The Annexation 
Club should have a capable repre 
sentative 
in San Francisco, 
Chi 
cago or some 
other 
city 
of the 
Middle West, in New York 
and 
Washington. 
These 
men 
would 
cost money, but in the present cam 
paign the expenditure 
would be a 
mere bagatelle when we consider 
what may be lost to Hawaii by a 
failure to put out money where it 
is needed. 


LAW 
AXD 
ORDER. 


The Y. M. 
C. A. of this city, 
through 
its Temperance 
Commit- 
tee, are contemplating the organiz- 
ation of a Law and Order League. 
While 
sympathizing 
with 
every 
movement that has for its aim and 
object- - the extension of righteous- 
ness, there is an opportunity in Ho- 
nolulu for a work that need be nei- 
ther exclusive and narrow nor par 
tisan and 
self-seekin- g. 
We have no 
municipal government, nor are we 
likely soon to have any such form 
of political organism) so long as the 
men who now control the general 
government 
Earc 
actuated 
by the 
spirit that in the last few years has 
given 
us well kept streets, 
well 
lighted, too, and now plans for bet- 
ter water supply and a much need- 
ed sewerage system. We can trust 
to our Board 
of Trade 
anil the 
branches that it may throw 
out 
to look after the commercial and 
industrial interests of the 
commu-nit- 
y. 
We have our churches and 
our charitable societies to look 
af-t- er 
our spiritual and social necessi- 
ties. 
We are not as a community giv 
en up to the 
of 
wealth, or the ruinous degradation 
of various forms of social vices. 
We give due credit to our prosper 
ous citizens and to our legal repre- 
sentatives in the general 
govern- 
ment for our educational 
institu- 
tions, schools, 
libraries, 
museum, 
park, seaside and mountain drives. 
No call upon this community for 
the maintenance of law and order, 
for help in sanitary reforms, has 
ever failed to meet with a hearty, 
ready and general response. 
The massing of men together in 
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cit 
iife has its distinctive 
pleas- 
ures, temptations, 
perils and obli- 
gations. 
One great advantage 
is 
the facility for general 
and 
ef- 
fective 
Bad men bind 
themselves together to make a gain 
of vice, and embolden themselves 
in iniquity by numbers that defy 
the desultory and isolated efforts of 
the officers of justice. The solitary 
example of one faithful, righteous 
man 
does 
not 
avail for 
much. 
When bad men combine, good men 
should organize, and it is organized 
righteousness 
that 
in 
church 
or 
state is victorious over its enemies, 
whether in the hosts of Satan or 
the hordes of misrule. 
Our chari- 
table societies are' doing 
a good 
work, but they would Avork more 
eifectively if united in one charity 
organization. 
The various young 
people's societies of Christian 
En- - 


deaAor are doing a good work, each 
in its own field; but they Avould 
have passed 
aAvay like the 
deAV of 
the morning but for the United 
Society of Christian Endeavor, the 
compact board of trustees, 
Avho di 
rect the om'ard movement of that 


noAv multitudinous 
array. 
Why not broaden out this plan 
of a Law and Order League into 
a Good Government Club? The lo- 
cal organizations should be a small 
one for each district, 
to keep in 
touch AAith the people, to knoAV the 
wants deA'eloped in each locality, 
to make united effort to secure bet 
ter sanitation, less grinding pover- 
ty, more general kindliness, 
dimi- 
nution of temptation to social vice. 
A central committee composed of 
delegates from the Good Govern- 
ment Clubs of the different elec 
tion districts of the city could have 
its executive 
officers, to push 
on- 
ward 
to 
actual 
realization 
such 
measures of reform and improve- 
ment as may be deA'ised and 
ap- 
proved. 
We could then have, in 
place of mayor and councilmen of 
a municipal 
organization, 
an 
or- 
ganization of those interested 
sim- 
ply in securing 
good government, 
and doing effective work because 
rallying every good citizen to the 
standard 
of organized 
righteous 
ness. 


DR. 
MAXWELL'S 
RESEARCH. 


The extract from the report on 
Fertilization 
made 
by Dr. Max- 
well, director of the experiment 
station, at the last annual 
meei-in- 
g 


of the Hawaiian Sugar Plant- 
ers' Association merits the atten- 
tion of every person interested di- 
rectly or indirectly in the agri- 
cultural products of the country. 
In this report Dr. Maxwell shows 
Avheiein he has upset theories ac- 
cepted by the leading scientists 
of the 
Avorld, 
all of Avhich 
is a 
further 
demonstration 
of 
Avhat 
practical scientific research may 
accomplish not only for HaAwiiian 
planters and those gaining their 
bread and butter from the staple 
product, but Ifor the Avhole scien 
tific and industrial 
Avorld. 
It has been Jield by bjological 
chemists that plants are not able 
to take the nitrogen they need iu 
growth 
in any other form than 
that in Avhich it is prepared by 
the bacteria that exists iu soils. 
Further, the scientists have 
be- 
lieved that these 
soil bacteria 
could not operate and prepare ni- 
trogen for vegitation in acid soils. 
Dr. Maxwell has, 
bj- - observation 
in the field and laboratory, in the 
course of his work, broken 
doAvn 
at least one of these theories and 
shown distinctly that certain soil 
bacteiia can prepare nitrogen for 
the growing 
crops in sour soils, 
or that these crops can take nitro- 
gen that the bacteria have not 
prepared. 
The great significance 
of these observations has immedi- 
ately appeared to other scientific 
men aud Dr. MaxAvell has already 
received 
complimentary 
commu- 
nications from the two greatest 
living authorities 
on these sub 
jectsProf. Marcker of German v 
and Prof. Hilgard 
of America. 
Dr. Maxwell's time is too fullv ta 
ken with the practical application 
of his observations upon the plan- - 


tations to go into the more 
sci-- 
entific nature of these questions, 
but he has written advising the 
study of the question 
in the lab- 
oratories of two experiment sta- 
tions in Germany 
and America, 
and has suggested the lines along 


AAiiich the subject shall be 
inA'es-tigate- 


Aside from the practical 
value of this work to the agricul- 
tural industry, Dr. Maxwell states 
that his observations upon the 
conditions 
in which bacteria can 


Ha--c 
and operate may be found to 
have 
also 
special 
bearing 
upon 
animal diseases, and thus 
haA-- e an 
interest 
from 
a medical 
stand- 
point 
We have no doubt the people 
of Hawaii, the men reaping the 
returns from applied science, Avill 
give Dr. Maxwell the large meas 
ure of credit which is his just duej 
they Avill accept the say so of Dr. 
Maxwell 
aud 
his brother 
scien- 
tists and let the matter drop 
un- 
til something new is brought to 
their attention.

France, which has until now led the 
world in the manufacture 
of horseless 
vehicles, 
is outstripped 
in 
ingenuity 
and size by this monster 
automobile. 
Heretofore 
horseless 
wagons have 
been limited 
in horse 
power to not 
over 
one-thir- d 
that of this 
one. 
For 
ordinary 
use, from two to 
ten-hor- 
se 
power has been considered 
sufficient. 
It is because an almost herculean task 
has been set for this particular 
wagon 
that the untisual power has been con- 
sidered necessary. 
It will pull over rough 
roads 
and 
trackless desert two other wagons, as 
there is not enough room on it to carry 
all the freight. 
For quick "trips and 
where a small quantity 
of freight 
Is 
to be transported 
ic will run by itself. 
It is to Australia this wagon has just 
gone, 
that astonishes 
every one who 
sees it. It will be used by the famous 
Cooigardie mine, and crude petroleum 
is to furnish the motive power. 
The wagon is intended 
purely 
for 
freighting 
purposes, and it will haul 
all kinds of supplies for miners from 
Cooigardie, which is on the western 
coast of Australia, to a point 400 miles 
In the interior. 
To the Australian 
the 
accomplishment 
of this 
feat 
by such 
a wagon appears 
almost 
miraculous. 
It will journey day in and day out, in 
sunshine 
and rain, right through 
the 
country that the bushranger 
and the 
black formerly 
ruled over with 
only 
the 
police to dispute.

is 
changed now, and the rumbling of the 
wheels of this horseless carriage 
will 
echo through the country where here- 
tofore the 
of the Austra- 
lian black was heard. 
Previous to this time, it has been ne- 
cessary to transport all the supplies for 
the men at the diggings 
by the 
old 
freighting 
system, a wearisome 
task, 
and one that only produced general 
dissatisfaction.

eard-of 
amount for this new form of 
vehicle, which many believe presages 
the 
extinction 
of the 
equine 
race. 
France, which has until now led the 
world in the manufacture 
of horsele3s 
vehicles, is outstripped 
in ingenuity 
and size by this monster 
automobile. 
Heretofore 
horseless 
wagons have 
been 
limited 
in horse 
power to not 
over 
one-thir- d 
that of this one. 
For 
ordinary 
use, from two to 
ten-hor- 
se 
power has been considered 
sufficient. 
It is because an almost herculean task 
has been set for this particular 
wagon 
that the unusual power has been con- 
sidered necessary. 
It will pull over rough 
roads 
and 
trackless desert two other wagons, as 
there is not enough room on it to carry 
all the freight. 
For quick 'trips and 
where a small quantity 
of freight 
is 
to be transported 
ic will run 
itself. 
It is to Australia this wagon has just 
gone, that astonishes 
every one who 
sees it. 
It will be used by the famous 
Coolgardie mine, and crude petroleum 
is to furnish the motive power. 
The wagon 
is intended 
purely 
for 
freighting 
purposes, and it will haul 
all kinds of supplies for miners from 
Coolgardie, which is on the western 
coast of Australia, to a point 400 miles 
in the interior. 
To the Australian 
the 
accomplishment 
of this feat 
by such 
a wagon appears 
almost 
miraculous. 
It will journey day in and day out, in 
sunshine 
and rain, right through 
the 
country that the bushranger 
and the 
black formerly 
ruled over with only

police to dispute.

changed now, and the rumbling of the 
wheels of this horseless carriage will 
echo through the country where here- 
tofore the 
of the Austra 
lian black was heard. 
Previous to this time,

system, a wearisome task, 
and one that only produced 
general 
dissatisfaction.

the telephone wires in Honolulu.-

plete end of induction.

thority on electrical matters states that 
in six months the telephones will be as 
clear of noise at night as in the day- 
time. 
Poles for the cable system are being 
planted 
on all the 
principal 
streets

MARSHAL REPORTS 


Condition 
of Police 
De-i- . 
public. 


Men In Outer Districts Uniformed. 
Progress of Target 
Shooting. 


Marshal Brown submitted yesterday 
to the attorney 
general the report 
of 
the work 
of his department 
for the 
year 1896. 
It Is quite a long document, 
and combines many features of gener- 
al interest. 
Appended are the reports 
of the sheriffs of the various islands, 
and a list of all the officers in the em- 
ploy of the department. 
The following 
are 
some 
of the 
interesting 
extracts 
from the report: 
"During 
the 
past 
year 
the 
deputy 
sheriffs and 
police 
officers 
of all the 
districts have been uniformed and now 
present as 
officer-lik- e 
ap'pearance 
as 
do those of Honolulu. 
This they are 
required to wear whenever upon duty. 


. 
. 
. 
The ideal have tried to im 
press upon the sheriffs and deputies 
is that police 
officers, whenever upon 
duty, must 
be thoroughly 
uniformed, 
and already a marked improvement 
is 
noticeable 
throughout 
the 
district. 
. 
With the rapidly 
increasing 
Asiatic population, it has become mpt 
important that officers of the peace lie 
thus uniformed, in order that they may 
be recognized and respected 
by this 
class of people. 
"The police force of Honolulu is of 
the 
of the same relative 
strength 
it 
was a year ago. 
The entire force is 
drilled weekly In military 
tactics 
un- 
der the command 
of Robert 
Parker, 
senior captain of police, in which drill 
the guards 
of Oahu 
Prison 
also take 
part. 
'"The mounted 
police, 
numbering 
20 
men and three 
officers, are drilled 
:n 
cavalry 
tactics. 
Target 
shooting 
is 
also practiced weekly by both foot and 
mounted 
police. 
The result of such 
constant drilling and shooting is most 
noticeable in the improved appearance 
of the men and the scores made at the 
butts. 
"The Citizens' Guard is in most 
ex- 
cellent condition, and consist of eight 
companies 
in 
Honolulu. 
These 
are 
well officered and equipped; the mem- 
bership of each company being up to 
the limit, and much interest taken 
by 
several such companies in target shoot- 
ing. 
To encourage and promote prac- 
tice at the butts, 
I have arranged 
a 
series of medals to be competed for by 
the members 
of these different 
com- 
panies. 
"The Mounted Reserve, one of the 
eight companies of Honolulu's Citizens' 
Guard, 
is 
now 
thoroughly 
equipped 
and fairly well drilled, making a most 
creditable support to the mounted 
po- 
lice upon occasions of drills and 
pa- 
rades. 
The Citizens' Guard on Hawaii, 
Kauai and Maul are in good shape. 
"The detective work of this depart- 
ment has been most successfully 
car- 
ried on, for the most part under the 
efficient management 
of David Kaapa. 
Burglaries and larcenies are not of fre- 
quent occurrence, and when occurring 
in most instances 
the offenders have 
been apprehended and brought 
to jus- 
tice. 
"Arrests and trials for violations 
of 
the gambling, opium and liquor laws 
constitute the bulk of the work in Ho- 
nolulu. 
"The 
prosecutions 
in 
the 
District 
Court of Honolulu have, for the most 
part, been 
conducted by the 
deputy 
marshal, 
and the work performed 
in 
a most creditable manner. 
"Jails and court houses throughout 
the Islands are, for the most part, in 
good condition, with the exception of 
a few, upon which improvements 
are 
shortly to be made. 
"The 
Oahu 
Prison, 
under 
the able 
management 
of James 
A. Low, jailar, 
retains Its reputation 
for cleanliness 
and discipline."

Aloha Aina Will Not Join 
"With Portuguese. 


Invitation 
to 
Have 
Union 
Mass 
Meeting Declined. 


The 
invitation 
of the 
Portuguese 
Union to the Aloha Alna Society to 
join in a grand 
mass-meeti- 
demon- 
stration 
against Japanese 
Immigration 
has been declined by the latter body. 
The Invitation was submitted to Mr. 
J. K. Kaulia, president 
of the Aloha 
Aina, by Mr. J. M. Vivas, president of 
the union. 
Mr. Kaulia turned it over 
to his Executive Committee, and that 
body drafted the decision not to 
co- 
operate with the Portuguese. 
The idea of the union was to hold the 
meeting under the auspices of both the 
organizations. 
A resolution protesting 
against the further importation 
of Jap- 
anese for labor purposes, and also 
pe- 
titioning the Government to take such 
steps as would check free immigration, 
endorsed 
by both 
societies, 
was the 
purpose. 
The leaders of the union felt 
that the endorsement of the prominent 
native society would add weight to the 
memorial. 
Speaking 
of the matter last night, 
Mr. Kaulia said: 
"We refused to 
with the 
Portuguese because we see no way of 
checking 
Japanese 
immigration, 
save 
by annexation 
to the United 
States. 
Annexation 
is contrary 
to our rolicy, 
and we must decline to assist in any 
measure calculated 
to bring it about. 
Of course, we realize the gravity of the 
situation with respect to the Japanese. 
But what are we to do? What is the 
Government to do? The Government is 
powerless in the matter. Japanesa 
im- 
migration 
can 
be 
checked 
only 
by 
breaking the existing treaty with Jap- 
an. 
The power that does this must be 
strong 
enough 
to 
take 
the 
conse- 
quences.

They lire I'reed by a Decree of the 
French Government.

Among the earliest 
reforms 
of the 
French Government in Madagascar 
is 
a decree abolishing slavery, a copy of 
which has reached the State 
Depart- 
ment from Consul Wetter at Tamatave. 
It declares 
all the inhabitants free, 
forbids traffic in human beings, nulli- 
fies every contract 
providing 
for the 
sale of persons and imposes penalties 
for violation of the law, which are to 
be tripled in case of a second offense. 
Other features 
of the decree are that 
France 
promises not to impose upon 
the people of Madagascar 
any 
extra- 
ordinary war tax and offers aid to dis- 
possessed owners of slaves in the form 
of territorial possession. 
Another 
de- 
cree relating to schools prohibits 
in- 
terference by teachers in political 
af- 
fairs 
and 
urges 
instruction 
in' the 
French language.
